To  the  South  West  Kent  Joint  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1964. 

The  South  West  Kent  Joint  Health  Area,  comprising  the  Borough  of  Royal 
Tunbridge  Wells,  Urban  Districts  of  Sevenoaks,  Southborough  and  Tonbridge, 
and  Rural  Districts  of  Cranbrook,  Sevenoaks  and  Tonbridge,  was  formed  on 
the  1st  April,  1964,  on  which  date  1  was  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  Area.  For  the  three  months  prior  to  that  date.  Dr.  A.  Cameron  continued 
to  act  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Sevenoaks,  Southborough  and 
Tonbridge  Joint  Health  Area. 

In  the  first  part  of  the  Report,  sections  dealing  with  Staff,  Statistics,  Health 
Services  and  Infectious  Disease  are  combined  to  show  particulars  both  for  the 
Joint  Health  Area  and  for  each  District.  As  this  is  the  first  Annual  Report  of  the 
South  West  Kent  Joint  Health  Area,  figures  for  previous  years  are  not  available, 
but  comparative  figures  for  England  and  Wales  are  shown.  In  the  second  part 
of  the  Report,  separate  sections  are  given  for  each  of  the  seven  Districts  dealing 
with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District,  Housing,  and  Inspection  and 
Supervision  of  Food.  Separate  Pveports  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  not 
given,  but  the  record  of  their  work  is  incorporated  in  the  Report. 

The  POPULATION,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the  Joint 
Health  Area  for  mid- 1964,  was  180,340  and  the  population  figures  for  each 
District  are  given  on  page  13. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE  (number  of  births  per  1,000  home  population) 
for  the  Joint  Health  Area  in  1964  was  17.26,  compared  with  18.4  for  England 
and  Wales. 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  (number  of  deaths  per  1,000  home  population) 
for  the  Joint  Health  Area  in  1964  was  1 1 .8,  compared  with  1 1 .3  for  England  and 
Wales. 

The  table  of  statistics  on  page  14  gives,  in  addition  to  the  Crude  Birth  and 
Death  Rates  for  the  individual  Districts,  the  Adjusted  Birth  and  Death  Rates. 
These  Adjusted  Rates  are  obtainable  by  multiplying  the  Crude  Rates  by  the 
Comparability  Factors  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the  individual 
Districts;  the  Factor  makes  allowances  for  the  different  sex  and  age  distribution 
of  the  population  in  a  particular  District  and  so  allows  the  Rates  better  to  be 
compared  with  one  another  and  with  the  Birth  and  Death  Rates  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was  24.41  compared 
with  20.0  for  England  and  Wales.  Tables  showing  the  causes  of  death  of  these 
infants  are  given  on  pages  16  to  17. 
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The  NEO-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of  infants  under 
four  weeks)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was  19.27  compared 
with  13.8  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  EARLY  NEO-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  week)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was  17.67. 

The  PERI-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (stillbirths  and  deaths  under  one 
week  combined)  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was  34.42 
compared  with  28.2  for  England  and  Wales. 

No  MATERNAL  DEATHS  occurred  in  the  Joint  Health  Area  in  1964. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH.  A  table  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  showing 
the  causes  of  death  in  the  Joint  Health  Area  is  given  on  page  15.  The  common¬ 
est  cause  of  death  in  the  Joint  Health  Area  during  1964  was  Coronary  Disease — 
397  deaths. 

Deaths  from  Malignant  Neoplasm  of  Lung  or  Bronchus  during  the  year  were 
76  male  and  19  female,  and  tables  showing  deaths  from  this  cause  for  the  past 
10  years  are  given  on  pages  18  to  21. 

Deaths  from  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents  numbered  29,  and  deaths  from  all 
other  Accidents  totalled  40. 


Infectious  Disease 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  is  given  for  each  District 
on  pages  22  to  25. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Acute  Poliomyelitis  were 
notified  in  the  Joint  Health  Area  during  1964.  This  satisfactory  position  is  no 
doubt  due  to  the  ready  acceptance  by  parents  during  recent  years  of  the 
prophylactic  vaccination  offered  against  these  two  diseases.  Their  continued 
absence  should  not  lead  people  into  a  false  sense  of  security  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  members  of  the  community  to  whom  vaccination  is  available  will  continue 
to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered  and  so  maintain  a  high  degree  of 
immunity,  especially  in  younger  age  groups. 

Tuberculosis 

During  1964,  a  total  of  51  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  10  cases 
of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  the  Joint  Health  Area;  10  deaths 
occurred  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  On  pages  26  to  29  of  this  Report  tables 
are  given  showing  the  figures  for  the  respective  Districts. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year,  a  Mass  Radiography  Survey  was  carried 
out  in  the  Area.  This  was  arranged  by  Dr.  G.  1.  Rees-Jones,  the  Medical 
Director,  and  units  were  set  up  in  various  parts  of  the  Districts.  Several 
factories  and  senior  schools  were  also  visited  by  the  Units. 

The  number  of  people  in  the  area  attending  totalled  34,909,  representing  19% 
of  the  population;  16  cases  of  active  tuberculosis  and  184  cases  of  inactive 
tuberculosis  were  discovered.  It  is  hoped  that,  when  the  Units  again  come  to 
the  Area,  a  far  greater  number  of  people  will  avail  themselves  of  this  Service 
which  is  making  such  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  eradication  of  the  disease. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

On  pages  30  to  33  of  this  Report,  figures  kindly  supplied  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  are  given  showing  the  number  of  persons  vaccinated  against 
Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox,  and  also  the  number  of  persons  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough.

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  Section  during  the  year. 

Home  Safety 

The  Home  Safety  Committees  in  the  Area  continued  to  carry  out  valuable 
work  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Members,  Chief  Officers  and  Officials 
of  the  Councils  in  the  Joint  Health  Area  for  their  interest  and  support,  and  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Departments  for  their  loyalty  and  conscientious  work  during 
the  year.  I  should  also  like  to  thank  the  Medical  Practitioners  and  Voluntary 
Workers  for  their  co-operation  during  1964.

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No  complaints  were  received  regarding  plumbo  solvency.  In  general  the 
supplies  in  the  District  are  of  a  hard  character. 

One  house  previously  supplied  by  well  water  and  four  by  springs,  were  all 
connected  to  the  main  supply.  In  two  cases  thorough  cleansing  and  chlorina¬ 
tion  of  the  reservoirs  were  carried  out  where  pollution  had  occurred,  and  the 
normal  high  standard  of  the  supply  was  reinstated.  At  one  large  caravan 
site,  standpipe  supplies  were  discontinued  and  each  caravan  was  connected 
to  the  miain  supply.

No  important  changes  were  made  in  the  water  supply  arrangements  in 
that  part  of  the  District  supplied  by  the  Company  but  routine  main  extensions 
were  carried  out  as  required.

In  Kemsing  and  part  of  Shoreham,  727  yards  of  3  inch  mains  were  laid  to 
serve  new  housing  sites.

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Due,  in  the  main,  to  the  extension  of  the  sewer  in  the  Badgers  Mount 
area,  57  houses  previously  served  by  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  were  con¬ 
nected  to  the  main  sewer,  and  the  previous  drainage  systems  were  abolished. 
Nine  defective  or  insufficient  cesspools  were  replaced  by  four  septic  tanks  and 
five  cesspools  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  It  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  conversion  of 
bucket  closets  to  water-borne  systems,  and  25  were  converted  during  the 
year. 
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Mr.  N.  W.  Cole,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has  kindly  supplied  the 
undermentioned  information: 

Chevening  98  lin.  yds.  of  6  in.  diameter  sewer  were  laid  in  Chipstead  Lane 
to  serve  houses  previously  connected  to  cesspools. 

Halstead  148  lin.  yds.  of  6  in.  diameter  sewer  were  laid  at  Clarks  Lane  to 
serve  existing  houses  previously  connected  to  cesspools  and  houses  still  in 
the  course  of  erection. 


Penshurst  A  new  sewage  treatment  works  was  constructed  capable  of  treat¬ 
ing  20,000  g.p.d.  The  works  came  into  operation  during  October  and  are 
performing  satisfactorily. 

Shoreham  780  lin.  yds.  of  6  in.  diameter  sewer  were  laid  at  Badgers  Mount 
to  serve  houses  previously  connected  to  cesspools.

Piece  of  metal  in  loaf  of  bread — firm  fined  £20  and  £5  5s.  Od.  costs. 

Warning  letters  were  sent  to  firms  concerned  in  six  other  cases;  three 
related  to  bread,  one  to  a  dirty  milk  bottle,  one  to  a  steak  and  kidney  pie, 
and  one  to  larvae  in  flour. 

During  June,  a  check  of  stocks  of  corned  beef  in  the  District  was  carried 
out.  A  total  of  301  inspections  were  made  when  461  tins  were  examined,  62 
of  which  were  withdrawn  from  sale. 

A  large  increase  took  place  in  the  number  of  gypsy  caravans  sited  in  the 
area  during  the  year.  A  considerable  number  of  visits  and  inspections  were 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

One  slaughterhouse  in  the  District,  which  had  been  used  on  approximately 
two  days  per  week  in  the  past,  was  taken  over  during  the  year  by  a  whole¬ 
saler  who  now  slaughters  on  five  days  a  week.  Approximately  one  third  of 
each  Inspector’s  time  was  spent  on  meat  inspection  during  the  year. 

As  a  result  of  a  case  of  lead  poisoning  reported  from  an  adjoining  District, 
eight  samples  of  home  brewed  draught  cider  were  submitted  to  the  County 
Analyst  for  examination.  Four  of  the  samples  contained  more  than  the 
0.5  p.p.rn.  permitted  under  the  Lead  in  Food  Regulations,  and  the  stocks 
were  destroyed.

The  well  supply  serving  two  isolated  cottages  in  the  Parish  of  Capel  was 
found  to  be  badly  contaminated.  The  cottages  are  scheduled  as  unfit  and 
action  is  likely  to  be  taken  in  1965  to  secure  their  demolition.  Meanwhile 
the  occupants  of  the  cottages  have  been  warned  to  boil  all  water  used  for 
domestic  purposes. 

A  spring  supply  to  one  isolated  cottage  at  Langton  Green  was  found  to  be 
contaminated.  The  new  owner  of  the  property  proposes  to  lay  a  service  from 
the  Tunbridge  Wells  Corporation’s  main  in  Broom  Lane.

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Mr.  H.  W.  Clark,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has  kindly  supplied  the 
undermentioned  information: 

Works  carried  out  during  1964: 

(a)  Paddock  Wood  During  the  early  part  of  1964  extensions  to  sewage  works 
were  completed  and  brought  into  operation. 

(b)  Five  Oak  Green  Sewage  from  Five  Oak  Green  and  the  hamlet  of  Whetsted 
is  now  pumped  to  the  enlarged  works  at  Paddock  Wood  for  treatment  and 
the  existing  sewage  works  at  Five  Oak  Green  has  been  abandoned. 

(c)  Horsmonden  A  pumping  station  has  been  built  to  deliver  sewage  from  the 
twelve  houses  at  Church  Meadow  to  the  main  treatment  works  in  Hors¬ 
monden.  This  has  enabled  existing  inadequate  plant  to  be  abandoned. 

(d)  Old  Groombridge  Some  800  yards  of  6-inch  sewer  have  been  laid  by 
agreement  v/ith  the  owners  to  connect  The  Dorothy  Kerin  Home  of  Healing 
and  adjoining  properties  to  the  existing  sewage  works.  A  further  180  yards 
of  sewer  have  also  been  laid  to  connect  this  existing  works  to  Uckfield  Rural 
District  Council’s  pumping  station  at  Groombridge  from  whence  sewage  will 
be  pumped  to  the  Tunbridge  Wells  Corporation’s  works  for  treatment.  A 
recorder  is  being  installed  and  when  this  is  complete  the  final  connection  will 
be  made,  leaving  the  existing  works  to  treat  stormwater  only. 

Future  Programme: 

(a)  Speldhurst  Work  is  commencing  early  in  1965  on  the  construction  of  a 
new  sewage  works  to  serve  Speldhurst  and  Langton  Green. 

(b)  P'embury  A  scheme  has  been  prepared  by  Consulting  Engineers  for 
extensive  extensions  to  the  Pembury  sewage  works  and  the  result  of  the 
Ministry’s  Enquiry  is  awaited  prior  to  tenders  being  invited. 

(c)  Hadlow  An  outline  scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  the 
sewerage  of  Barnes  Street  and  Golden  Green,  and  the  extension  of  Hadlow 
sewage  works. 

(d)  Horsmonden  Regional  Scheme  This  scheme,  which  includes  the  villages 
of  Horsmonden,  Brenchley,  Petteridge  and  Matfield,  and  which  was  outlined 
in  last  year’s  Report,  has  now  been  passed  to  the  Council’s  Consulting 
Engineers  and  a  preliminary  report  is  expected  shortly.
